"I calmly await tho trend of events 


So long as no formal proposals reach 
me I have no reason to leave Geneva 
and 1 will remain here. No one has 
yet asked me to return to Servla. Nc 
one has yet offered mo the crown. 1 
am even without news, of tho mejnlicrs 


of my family who" reside In Uet'ynulc. 


Regrets Bloodshed. 


"My opinion of the execution of the 


King and Queen of Servin Is this: 1 
deeply regret that It has been thought 
necessary to shed streams of blood. I 
formally disapprove of 
tho 
violent 


measures and I especially deplore that 
the army has had recourse to such 
measures—an army which has nobler 
tasks to accomplish than assassina- 
tion. It would have sufficed to force 
King Alexander to sign his abdication. 
He could have been bound, as has been 
done in otliT circumstances. It Is a 
horrible thing to shed -blood. 


"You 
ask what will be my attitude 


when I am In posst'smlon of the crown. 
We will assume that I am called to 
the throne—I shall not fall to take In- 
spiration from the admirable institu- 
tions of Switzerland, which I 
have 


learned to appreciate highly. I am In 
favor of absolute liberty of press. I 
hope to see Servla pro'spcr under the 
constitution of 1880, which Is very lib- 
eral. . 


Favors Russia. 


"Regarding* foreign relations. It has 


been alleged that I am systematically 
hostile to Austria. That 
Is 
false. 


Maybe I am In special sympathy with 
Russia, to which country 1 sent my 
boy In the hope that he would take 
service there." 


Prince Karngeorgvvllch Is devoted 


to his children, especially to his son 
George. When the boys are in Geneva 
for tho summer vacation their father 
takes them regularly to tho Greek 
church and carefully 
watches over 


their studies. He frequently talked to 
their professors, insisting that they 
should make the boys study hard, espe- 
cially George, as he might one day be 
King of Servla, but ha never discussed 
the situation with George. 


Burial of Royal Couple. 


Belgrade, Juno 13.—King Alexander 


and Queen Draga were burled at 1:30 
o'clock Friday morning In the family 
vault of the Obrcnovltches 
In 
the 


chapel of the cemetery of St. Mark. 


The strictest privacy 
was 
main- 


tained in order to avoid hostile demon- 
strations. Two colllns were brought In 
by servants and carried up to tho room 
whero the bodies of the assassinated 
king and queen were 
lying. 
Tho 


corpses were then put In tho coffins 
and the latter were placed In a hearse, 
which was hurriedly driven to the old 
cemetery, whero the other members 
of the Obrenovltch family 
arc 
In- 


terred. In addition to the attendants 
only two priests were present at tho 
funeral. 
The metropolitan 
of 
Bet- 


grade was absent. 
The whole cere- 


mony lasted only a few minutes. 


The autopsy held has proved that 


the tato king received thirty 
shots 


•wounds, many of them-deadly. Queen 
Draga had numerous shot and saber 
wounds, and It Is alleged that her 
body was torn In a barbaric fashion.

Bureau of Forestry of tho

ment of agriculture. 
The bulletin 


Is intended for tho guidance of farm 
ers nnd other owners of small tlm 
her holdings In southern New Eng 
land who deslro to Improve the con 
dltlon of their timber. 


I:i this bulletin forestry has been 


reduced to n series of pictures—out 
line drawings of trees of 
various 


sorts In different relations to one 
another. 
The simplicity of tho Idea 


Is such that the reader, even withou 
any technical knowledge of forestry 
can get from tho pictures Just 
the 


Information he needs In order 
to 


practice forestry on his lands. 
In 


the series of forty outline drawings 
every problem In Improving woodlots 
that occurs In southern New Englani 
Is included. 
This means that 
anj 


New England farmer can find the 
conditions on his own woodlot dell 
nltely shown by tho outline drawings 
and he can see from the same draw 
Ing Just what he should do In order 
to practice real, sound forestry on 
his land. • 


Of course the 
bulletin 
cannot 


mnko offhand a forester out of a far- 
mer; but It docs give him such 
specific information that he 
will 


know how to go about the task of 
handling his own forest problem— 
and that Is.Just the sort of Informa- 
tion the farmer has been asking for 
Everywhere In New England there 
Is the keenest Interest In forestry, 
and tho Bureau of Forestry has not 
men enough to answer tho demands 
made upon It by farmers who ask 
for personal Instruction In putting 
their woodlots under forest manage- 
scnt. "Tho Woodlot" was prepared In 
order to supply such men with tho 
information of which they wore most 
In need and which would 
enable 


them In most cases to be Independ- 
ent of'the services of the forester. 
The drawings wero made from sket- 
ches In the field; they 
represent 


stands of timber as they actually ap- 
peared. In the locality named In tho 
Ino below. 
Each tree Is labeled 


with a number nnd the name of the 
species, and on the opposite page Is 
explained what trees should he cut 
and what should be left, with tho 
reasons for such treatment. 


A clear exposition Is made In the 


first part of tho bulletin of what Is 
meant i>y Improvement cuttings nnd 
reproduction cuttings, why and how 
they are made, and how they arc ben- 
eficial. The good effects of thinning 
are very clearly shown by a series 
of photographs of 
fcrests 
before 


nnd after they have been thinned. 
The bulletin contains also sugges- 
tions for pruning, protection of the 
woods from fire, grazing. Insects, and 
.vlnd. nnd a general discussion of 
the character of woodlands of south- 
ern New England, and of the practi- 
cability of

John Gollmar, a former citizen of 


the city of Belgrade. Servla, and for 
the last year holding the position or 
foreign correspondent for tne Parker 
Pen Co.. gives the newly proclaimed 
king s father In a long line of ances- 
relgn. If ho Is not assassinated or 
dethroned before that time. 
This 


•kin's father in a long line of ances- 
try, was the first to die a 
natural 


death. 
Mr. Gollmar was personally 


acquainted with the son of King Kar- 
ageorgcvltch, and had also met the 
assassinated king and queen. 
Ho 


believes that the government of Bel- 
grade will now run quietly for awhile 
anyway, though It Is not likely 
to 


last very long, because of the almost 
continual Internal strife 
that has 


been waged In that kingdom for so 
long a time. 


An Exile. 


Mr. Gollmnr is nn exile from his 


native country and was forced 
to 


leave his home and friends over a 
year ago. 
Ho was 
born In 
the 


city of Belgrade nnd spent his early 
life' there. Ho Is an Interesting talk- 
er nnd considering his short stay in 
this country, has acquired a remark- 
able mastery of the language. 


The cause of Mr. Gollmar's exile 


was his writings In connection with 
a Belgrade newspaper. 
The senti- 


ment of the paper was very radical. 
His writing and position as editor 
were the cause of his being obliged 
to leave- his native home. 
It hap- 
pened In this way. 


Forced To Leave. 
..In Belgrade, as In all the larger 
cities there .Is a press club and Mr. 
Gollmar who Is well known In Jour- 
nalistic circles 
was 
an Influential 


member. 
One evening In Novem- 


ber. In the year 1002 with a .number 
of friends who wore having a social 
time. Mr. Gollmar was approached 
by the..policc and given to 
under- 


stand that It would bo wise for him 
to leave the city Immediately. 
In 


half an hour, with someothors. 
he 


started from the town and crossed 
tho river Into Austria, the next day 
the news of his exllo reached him 
and he continued through 
Austria 


Into Russia. 
Four weeks 
wero 


spent In wandering In the Kingdom 
of tho Czar, and during this 
time 


he communicated with friends 
at 


homo to ascertain If a pardon was 
likely or possible In the near future. 
Finding that there was no hope 
tor 


this. Mr. Gollmar sailed for 
New 


York where he spent another month, 
afterwards accepting tho 
position 


with tho Janesvllle company. 


Mr. Gollmar says that In Scrvla 


very few newspaper men, who have 
been exiled have ever been pardon- 
ed although many students 
who 


have been sent from tho country In 
recent years have been allowed to 
return. 
However, the new 
king 


was himself an exile for over thirty 
years, so. "ho known how It 
feels" 


ns^Mr. Gollmar says, nnd may 
be 


mure kindly disposed towards some 
outcasts from tho country than was 
tho former king. 


Well Educated. 


Mr. Gollmar has what would 
bo 


considered an extended college edu- 
cation In this country. 
In Servla 


what are really tho colleges and un- 
iversities are called 'high schools" 
and the lower grade Instltlons are 
:alled 
"normal 
schools". 
The 


courses In each of these schools are 
four years In length. 
Mr. Oollmar 


also spent four years In a commer- 


Inl college. 
Ho can understand and speak six 


anguagos: German. French. 
Rus- 


sian, Hungarian. English nnd Ser- 
vian. 
All of these, except his na- 


ive tongue, lie learned during his 
many travels. 
Ho has been In the 


newspaper business for eight years 
and writes now for one or two papers 
n eastern cities. 


Fond of Home. 


Ho Is fond of his native city and 


n spite of his 
banishment, 
nnd 


vould like to return If ho was par- 
loned and his estate returned to him. 
This was sold by tho 
government 


vhcn he was forced from tho coun- 
ry. 
Belgrade Is tho capital 
of 


icrvla and Is a fine city with a pop- 
latlon of about GO.OOO.

buildings, palaces

marvel of the deliverance of the flag 
house from the fate which has befallen 
Its peers Is the fact tlmt for n largo 
portion of the tlmo It has occupied Its 
place It had no reminiscent Interest. 


It Is only of comparatively recent 


date that the people of this country 
awoke to the fact that the nation hail 
a past or learned to make historic 
association n standard of value. An 
tlijuarlaii interest docs not date far 
back of the Centennial era. Prior_to 
that our young nation lived more 'In 
the future than In the past. And, fur 
thermore. It must be borne In mlnil 
that until n few years ago the flag 
house was private property, passing by 
purchase or Inheritance Into tho bands 
of different owners, each with perfecl 
legal right to make such disposition of 
It as might seem desirable, and with 
abundant 
opportunity, through 
fre- 


quent solicitation, to surrender tbe 
title deed. For the longer part of tin. 
time the building 1ms been exposef 
to such contingencies there was not 
wen public sentiment to restrain nny 
owner from allowing It to pass Into oh 
Hviun. 
Efforts also have been re 


peatedly made to have it taken down 
and re-erected In other cities, and even 


It Is absolutely certain, that It 
of tho original buildings of the city, as 
the deed dates It bad; l.'O years, which 
Is as far as the record extends, but Is by 
no means as old as the property Itself. 
It Is n low celled, two story house, 
with one attic dormer window In tho 
center of-the sloping roof.

here 127 years ago. 
Betsy Hoss was the daughter of Sam- 


icl and Kllxaheth Grlscom and was 
jorn on the 1st day of January* 1752. 
Mr. Grlscom was a builder of consld- 


rnblc repute and was associated In tho 


erection of Independence hall. 
The 


'amlly were Quakers, nnd Betsy was 
jronght up In that faith. She Is re- 
nited to have grown up comely and 
amiable nnd to have had many suitors 
for her heart and hand. Following the 
Mutates of h'er own affections, she ac- 
cepted young John HOBS, a nephew of 
George Hoss, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, nnd was 
married to him in December, 177."!. As 
he was un Episcopalian, she was dis- 
owned by the Quakers for marrying 
out o'f her faith and attended service 
•with her husband nt the now venerable 
old Christ church on Second street, 
near their residence, where among the 
worshipers she often saw the stately 
presence of Washington. 


Notably deft with her needle, nho 


proved a valuable assistant to her hus- 
band In his craft, and tho little shop 
Into which the front room was turned 
became n place of much resort for 
stately dames and general patrons, who 
found the taste and skill of the young 
mistress suited to their Ideals and her 
engaging manners acceptable to their 
social demands. 


It was a simple, happy home, hut not 


destined to be of long continuance. 
When the war broke out John Hoss 
connected 
himself with 
the army, 


though remaining In the city, and In 
January, i!770, was killed by an ox- 
plosion of powder while guarding mili- 
tary stores In tho city arsenal at the 
foot of Arch street, n short distance 
from their home. Being familiar with 
the business and having established 
the stand, Mrs. Hoss continued It In the 
same house after her husband's death, 
and secured sutllclent patronagothrough 
her skill and popularity to maintain 
herself comfortably with little thought 
of what the future held In reserve.
